HIMSELF AND EDMONTON 


|“Bullet Joe” Had Number of Exciting Battles in His Life 


—Likes Playing Hockey When it is 50 Below. 
Although it is a Bt Cold 


GREAT many things have happened in thie grand hockey game 
of ours and also to the players playing it, but when the boys 
go to New York, many other things Happen, espectally tf 
they gather in a reom on the tap floor of a New York hotel! 

“Peerless” Joe Simpson, one of the greatest defence players 
in the Western Canada League tn the season 1931 and 1922, comes 
to bat with something entirely new to western hockey fana It 
from the New York “World read on, friend, we enjoyed it too!’ 

This te a story of danger, Of suffering and hardship almost unbe 
Hevable. Of wounds, battle sears and frozen feet. Of careless heroiem, 
and an Insatiable hunger for action and adventure that would fit well 
on the shoulders of a “Reau Gente.” 

Tt is a story of “Bullet” Joe Simperon, 

When Joe reads thie—if he dooe—tt will be easy to ploture his ex 
pression—both facial and verbal. His face will flush redder than ever 
and his ordinartly keen, pleasant emile will twist uncomfortably at 
the thought of someone “trying te make a hero” ef him. Hie verbal 
expression will be, “Oh, Hell!" 

Joe ia a kind of “prodigal eon” of hockey—like Babe Ruth of base- 
ball. Hockey fane all know him-—in fact they know him too well for 
the good of Joe himacif. The adérnation of the fans almost ruined Joe 
Neat year when the sport was suddenly apreading to New York popu- 
larity, But we'll tell about that later, 

Not only is a glimpse into Joe's life interesting in iteelf, but it also 
shede a good deal of Nicht on hockey as it is sometimes played 

Those who have seen the N. ¥, American play have seen ‘“Rullet 
Joe” Simpson, a wiry, devil-may-care athlete, smiling broadest when 
the fighting is hardest and sometimes bursting loose with an explosion 
of speed that is only "Bullet Joe's’—the fastest, many thing, of all 
hockey players, Only last Tuesday you might have seen him single- 
handed, take the puck away from three Ottawa players who Wore 
making @ concerted raid on his goal, with a suicidal lunge at the 
centre, That is Joe all over 

The glimpee Into the life of “Bullet Joe” came Plecemeal floating on 
the surface of general and miscellancous conversation In the upper 
room of a New York hotel. Of the eight or ten people in the room 
hockey players, officials and devoteea—-one could hardly have told 
that the amiling, lean figure slouched nonchalantly over a chatr in one 
corner, had faced more bullets, shells and shrapnel, more flying hoo- 
key sticks aad pucks, more baseballs, golf balls, tennis balls, hardahip 
and battles, more ups-and-downs of fortune, in his thirty-one years 
than the rest of us put together, 

The conversation started about the temperature itn 


rink, 
Joo Talks 

“You can't play hockey in hot weather like that,” said one of the 
officials, “Players feel sluggish, skating is slow. New York hasn't seen 
real hockey yet. Isn't that right Joe? 

“It's better when it's cold.” 

“How do you like it Joe?" we asked*him 

“Well, ['ve played at forty-five below sero, Up where I come from 
it doesn’t get much above fifty and it's not too comfortable to play 
then. My home's in Edmonton, near Winnipeg.” 

‘You don't mean it's comfortable at forty-ife! Don't you freee?” 

Joe laughed reminiscently, “As a matter of fact | did once frone 
both feet solid. There Was a fellow playing against me who kept hit 
ting me on the toes. When I thawed my feet out later, every leat toe 
nail came right off. That's a fact. 

“But you don't mind cold weather ordinartly, You get used to it 
and cah play fast hockey then. The crowds dress for it there, Mere, the 
crowds expect to go somewhere afterward, Up there a hockey game is 
enough entertainment for one evening.” 

“But about this cold,” someone insisted, “I've heard you can freeze 
your lungs, if it gets cold. Is that true?” 

“That only happens,” explained Simpson, “when you exert your- 
self too much at @ very low temperature, I've seen fellows who had to 
quit playing at about fifty below because of the pain in their chesta, 
I've felt it myweif. It feels raw inaide.” 

“Does everybody play hockey up there?” 

“Pretty nearly. We play Sveryuhing, And everybody pisya i've 
skated and played hockey since I can rémember. And next to hockey 
I Uke tennis. There's a game with action, I like golf too, and baseball 
—I've played them all.”

Plays Golf 

“How good is your golf?" we asked. 

“Oh, moderate. Around in the lower eighties, I got a hole in one, 
once, though,” Joe grinned, ‘that was in Bdmonton, 

“I was aiways fond of games. My dad ia in the fish business up 
there and he wanted me to go in with him, But I couldn't see tt-—no 
action in that. So I turned pro hockey and hé waa protty sere for a 
while. Now he doosn't mind, Professionals aren't looked down on any 
more up there. They were before the war, though.” 

“Were you in the war?” 

A fellow Canadian spoke for him. “In the war? Say, 
wounded twice. He couldn't stay out of a game like that.” 

We ail wanted to hear how Joe was wounded but all he would 
say was, “Oh, Hell!” Finally when we insisted, he told of it in an off- 
hand way aa if it were @ hockey game. 

“Well, one was 4 piece of shrapnel I got in ‘16 on the Somme in 
the left shoulder—and the other in this shoulder here, a machine guu 
bullet at Amiens in August 1918," 

“Did you see the machine gun that got you?” 


Joe was 


“No, We were trying to take @ hill-found out later woe had no 
orders to, but we did. There were only ninety in our company then, 
we'd been shot to pleces before that, Well, eleven and a ueil of us got 


to the top. I was the half, L got up to the top but t turned right 
around and came back. The machine gun bullet from some nest went 
clear through my shoulder and out the other side, I got a good rest in 
Southern France out of that.” 

“Do any hand-to-hand fighting? You ought to awing @ mean bay- 
onet the way you handle a hockey stick.” 

“No, didn't have a chance to. Everytime we got that close to ‘em 
they threw up their hands, There waan't fight tn any of ‘em we met,” 
and Joe looked disgusted 

“More fight in a hockey gaine, eh?” 

“You sald it! And sometimes it gets about as rough as @ war, too 
Some of the teams we meet ure all right and play gued, hard hockey, 
too. But—Jjust like this Harvard and Princeton tvotball business 
there are a lot of hockey fouls that can be hidden, And some fellow 
in-@ certain outfit has the wentie habit of holding about three inches 
of his hockey stick in such » way that when he body-checks you, the 
three inches go in between your ribs, He pushed down on the stick 
as if it were accidental. Tears you apart. One of our boys is wearing 
braces ail the time from that bird, He had a lump on him as big as 
@ grapefruit.” 


Mockey Is Tough 

“There are @ lot of things it ie pretty hard for the referee to see. 
There's dirty hockey just as there is football,” 

“Did you get your name from the bullets you met?” 

Again the Canadian friend volunteered: “Speed! That's the reason 
FPverybody knows Joe te the fastest Man on hockey skates, We're 
trying to get a race between him and Joe Moore.” 

“Bullet Joe’ explained that he would’nt have any chance with 
Moore on a straightaway becetse of the racing skates the speedsters 
wore, with the long runners, “But we n make them look sick on 
quick turns. Up in Canada now they are trying these races out with 
both men carrying « hockey stick and pushing @ puck around the 
rink. The record i# 17 seconds.” 

“Have you got any brothers who play hockey?” 

“Dio they're all married,” Joe smiled, “I'm the prodigal son.” 

Later we learned that Joe really is @ prodigal son who has come 
back to the fold, Like Babe Ruth, popularity and New York got the 
better of him last year and Joe took to the primrose path, It looked 
as {f Joe's career was headed straight for the rocks. Then one day he 
disappeared. The next the world knew of him he was headed south 
on @ tramp steamer, common seaman, for Mexico, Cuba end South 
America. Beveral nthe later Joe game back fit es « fiddle and “on 
the wagon for life.” Voluntarily he had won hig own Oght against him- 
self, staged his own reform and his own come-back.
